SACRAMENTO lUPli— A pro- 
posal to extend the deadline 
for school district unification 
for four more years won As­ 
sembly approval yesterday and 
headed back to the Senate for 
final passage. 
The measure, by Sen. Char­ 
les Brown (D-Shoshone) would 
make September. 1967 instead 
of September, 1963 the dead­ 
line for county school organiza­ 
tion committees to submit unif- 
ication plans to the State De­ 
partment of Education.
